Did You Know CCSA Offers Incorporation and Tax 
Exemption Support to Qualifying Members? 

Under CCSA's Incorporation Services Program, qualifying CCSA members 
can receive pro bono or reduced rate legal support with the incorporation 
and tax exemption process from outside attorneys. 

CCSA members located in Los Angeles and San Diego counties may 
receive pro bono legal services from a public interest law group if they 
can demonstrate that their target demographic includes at least 50% free 
and reduced price eligible students. Members elsewhere in the state may 
receive reduced rate legal services from the law firm of Young, Minney & 
Corr (YMC) if their target demographic includes at least 30% free and 
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reduced price eligible students. 

In general, the incorporation and tax exemption services that the 
attorneys will provide include the following: 

• Drafting and filing Articles of Incorporation to form the school 
corporation 

• Drafting related corporate documents such as bylaws and initial 
board resolutions 

• Preparing and filing federal and state income tax exemption 
applications, once the charter has been approved 

Recipients of both pro bono and reduced rate services will be expected to 
pay the government filing fees associated with the incorporation and tax 
exemption process, which total approximately $800. Recipients of YMC's 
reduced rate services will pay a substantially reduced flat fee of 
approximately $1,500 for legal services. This is a discount of over 
$3,000. There is no legal fee for the pro bono legal services.

Are you working with contractors or vendors on 
school projects? 

This is a time of year when many schools are entering into, or renewing, 
contracts with small vendors, professional services firms and more. The 
two most important risk management considerations when hiring vendors 
are insurance and Indemnity/Hold Harmless Agreements. Here are typical 
member questions the CharterSAFE team receives around this time of 
year: 

Q: The vendor is a small contractor who can't afford costly 
insurance. Can my school make an exception for this 
individual? 

A: No contract is a bargain if the school will potentially be responsible 
for out-of-pocket claim costs, deductibles, and increased loss ratios 
under the school's insurance. Insurance programs are widely 
available and the typical cost for general liability insurance for the 
smallest of contractors is under $2,500 per year. Any reputable 
contractor should be able to obtain insurance for reasonable cost. 
Allowing exceptions can set an unwanted precedent. 

Q: If the vendor has insurance, why does my school need an 
indemnity and/or hold harmless agreement? 

A: Obtaining evidence of insurance coverage from vendors is an 
important tool in distancing a school from the financial consequences 
of a vendor's mistakes. However, insurance policies don't cover every 
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exposure to loss, and policy forms vary widely from one insurance 
company to another. To close the gaps in protection when insurance 
coverage is not provided or is insufficient, the vendor should provide, 
in writing, an agreement that assumes financial responsibility for risks 
associated with the work provided, aka an Indemnification and/or 
Hold Harmless Agreement. A written contract is recommended in all 
circumstances, regardless of the size of the job.
